"Package" starch, 
which is of better quality, is usually 
put up in one-ponnd package*, aud 
there is nothing gained by buying many 
of them except the convenience of be-

Tlnre is economy ill buying tea in 


large quantities, proiidlog its careful 
nse is assured, and besides, the aatis- 
faction of having aB even quality to 
one's cheerful beverage Is not small. 
Teaboaghtiu three-pound lots coats ten 
cents per pjund, while a aaving of 
fifteen cents a pound ia effected if a tin 
cheat of twenty-five to thirty pound" is 
bought. Although the retail grocer 
will oftor these advantageous prices on 
tea, he can not do thesanuou coffee, Un- 
less the house keeper wbishes to roast 
the berrie* h*r»ilf, there ia no aaving in 
baying more more than a week's supply 
at a time, hot ratboc a low, unless the, 
coffee can be kept ia an ahr-tight can. 
A sack of ereen coffee-berries will coat 
two cent* lees a pound than the roast- 
ed kernels, whether 'ground or un- 
gronnd.

In buying pepper, cinnamon, allaplce, 


or Kiimer tea cents is saved by b«ymg 
them'by th* pound,, bat these spices 
must be kept in tight cans, from which 
the boxes in daily use can b* replenieh- 
eVL Otherwise tbe spices which are 
ground will soon lose strength. Clove* 
are more expensive, but yet the siviug 
on iue« is the same. It is a good plan 
to buy not only good spices in b.uk 
from the druggist, but also cream of 
tirt»r and soda, »s they are more likely 
to be pure. The best cress* of tarter 
can be bought for fifty cents, and eod» 
for ten centa a pound, which is con- 
siderably cheaper than tbe grocer s 
quiner-of-a-pound packages. 


Iu the autumn it Is wise to buy 


cereals in quantities, as thoy will then 
keep well, and cost about » centsi Was 
on a psckige. Canned fruit, vegetable*, 
and jims bought also in the fall are a 
good Investment, although the saving 
of from ten to fifteen cent* on a dozen 
is not a great financial inducement.
